Oklahoma November Vital Statistics. 
Guthrie, Ok., Jan. IT.—The Novem­ 
ber vital statistics issued by state 
health commissioner Mahr with the 
January health bulletin show during 
that month there were 409 cases of 
typhoid fever with 59 deaths, and the 
bulletin urges better attention be paid 
the water supplies. The highest per­ 
centage of mortality was from pneu­ 
monia, there having been 218 cases 
and 78 deaths. Tuberculosis came 
next with 114 cases and 53 deaths. 
Diphtheria furnished 161 cas* s and 
25 deaths, scarlet fever 191 eases and 
6 deaths, and smallpox 48 cases and 
I death. 
During November there w* re 2,145 
births and 796 deaths. Of the births 
1.127 were males and 1,181 female*, 
2,083 white and 62 col ared. Of the 
deaths, 415 were males and 351 fe­ 
males.

artificial 
boundary 
established 
be­ 
tween two countries anywhere will in 
the near future separate the United 
States and Mexico. 
According to a 
dispatch in the Mexico 
Record, a 
final agreement to that effect has been 
drawn up between the two govern­ 
ments and the fence will be built in 
the very near future. 
It will be constructed of stout poets, 
possibly reinforced concrete, and five- 
strand, steer-tight barbed wire. In all 
places where the United States gov­ 
ernment owns the land the fence will 
be set up 20 meters, or about 60 yards, 
to 
north of the true boundary Hne, 
and where the ground is owned indi­ 
vidually the fence will stand on the 
exact border. 
Mounted Mexican ru- 
rales 
will 
patrol 
the fence on the 
south and United States rangers will 
do the same on the north. 
The immediate purpose of the fence 
Is to prevent cattle from the two coun­ 
tries straying onto foreign soil. It will 
also be useful in the prevention of in­ 
fectious diseases among cattle, espe­ 
cially the tick. 
However, the fence 
will have usefulness In other direc­ 
tions. 
It will render smuggling and 
the illicit immigration of Chinese and 
others into this country more difficult 
than they are now. About 1,000 miles 
of fence will have to be erected.

Bones of Men Killed in War of 1812 
Discovered on River Bank Near 
Monroe, Mich. 


Toledo, O.—What is believed to be 
a famous lost cemetery of the War of 
1812 has been discovered along the 
north bank of the River 
Rolsin, just 
east of Monroe, Mich., by the contrac­ 
tors engaged in 
excavating for the 
mill of the River Roisin Paper 
com­ 
pany. 
As the work progresses piles of hu­ 
man bones 
are 
uncovered, evidently 
bodies that had been hurled in one 
large grave; then will come a skele­ 
ton of some white man, while a few 
feet away the remains of 
an Indian 
will be uncovered. 
The other day the 
body, evidently 
that of a soldier, was uncovered, with 
the skull cleft, as if a tomahawk h.**d 
pierced the brain. 
A large brass letter “C” wa# with 
the bones, showing that the wearer 
was a member of C company. A abort 
distance away the skeleton of an In­ 
dian squaw was uncovered. 
This locality in the war of 1812 was 
the scene of the battle and massacre 
of the River Roisin, when 4,000 Ameri­ 
can troops, mostly Kentuckians, were 
surprised by the English and Indians 
and massacred.
